which young Bowers killed himself. 
Bowers enlisted in Company A two 
years and one-half ago. 
His term of 
enlistment would have expired next 
January. 
His father, A. C. Bowers, is a travel­ 
ing salesman for the Wolff Milling 
com pa ny, of Ellinwood, Kus., and is 
somewhere In the state of Louisiana. 
Mrs. Bowers is tit Clinton. 
The Bowers family home is in King­ 
man, Kas., but owning to Clinton being 
near the center of the father’s terri­ 
tory, the family has lived for some 
time in Clinton. 
Young Bowers* death is the second 
suicide to have occurred since the mo­ 
bilization of the national guard was 
started.

who slashed his throat with a razor 
while the company w a s in the mobili­ 
zation camp at Springfield, 111., last 
week.

asked that they do likewise. 
Judge Nortoni attended the meet­ 
ing of the progressive national com­ 
mittee in Chicago Monday, at which 
Charles E. Hughes, 
the 
republican 
nominee, was indorsed, and tells his 
fellow 
progressive 
candidates 
that 
‘the progressive 
party 
has 
passed 
from the stage as an active force in 
politics.” 
His withdrawal letter says in part: 
“I have done all I could to keep the 
party and its organization intact, with 
a view of continuing the influence for 
good, at least on other political or­ 
ganizations. 
“At The national committee meeting 
in Chicago, Monday last, a number of 
us co-operating together 
urged 
the 
nomination 
of 
Victor 
Murdock 
for 
president, so that we might have a 
national ticket in which we believe 
and in aid of which we could vote for 
our principles. 
“It is useless to endeavor to pursue 
the fight here without a candidate for 
president, with a majority of the na­ 
tional committee engaged in co-operat­ 
ing against us. 
“While Mr. Hughes was not nom­ 
inated by the progressive committee 
and therefore is not the candidate of 
our party, he was indorsed by a ma­ 
jority of that body and of course this 
means that they will control the com­ 
mittee so far as ’that goes in favor 
of b's candidacy. 
“In these circumstances the burden 
of carrying on .a state campaign, not 
only \tithout the sympathy but against 
the pumounood purpose of the nation­ 
al organization, is so extraordinary in 
character as to render it well nigh 
an impossible task.

Chapter 6 


“ The Red Circle" 


Soy Beans. 


I find that there is quite a bit of 
land that as yet has not been planted 
iii anything. 
There are 
two 
crop* 
that will have time to mature and 
should prove profitable. One of these 
is soy beans. 
I wish to quote from 
tile letter of a Johnson county farmer, 
which shows how late they may bt 
planted. 
“I find stock leave any other hay 
to get any other straw. 
They yield 
very well . I planted thirty-five acres 
last year, twenth acres the 8th of Jul> 
that made eight bushels to the acre. 
I finished hogs with a great deal less 
corn and had a much better finish 
with soy beans and com than I have 
ever done before. 
“I could not - 
you better what I 
bink of them than to tell you that 
I will plant sixty acres as a main crop 
twenty acres when I plow my rye pas 
lure under, and with each hill of con 
on sixty acres, making 140 acres ir 
all.”—(Signed) C. IL Underwood. 
Buckwheat. 
Another crop which is somewhat un 
common is that c- ouckwheat. 
It will mature iii eight to twelve 
weeks, an d y ie ld s fro m fifteen to fifty 
bushels of seed. 
It may . be 
sown 
with the wheat drill . If the soil is 
rich, two pecks to the acre will be 
be sufficietn, if thin soil about five 
pecks should be used. 
Iii addition to its quick maturing 
quail!ies, another advantage of using 
buckwheat is that it will make profit 
able yields 
on 
our 
very 
thinnest 
ground. 
The 
varieties 
commonly 
grown are the Japanese 
and 
Silver 
Hull. 
The seed is planted from one 
tilth of an inch to two inches deep,, 
depending on the soil conditions. 
Ii 
may be harvested 
with 
the 
wheal 
under and atter setting iii the shock 
i few weeks threshed with the ordi­ 
nary thresher. 
The average pi ice of the seed foi 
the last ten years has been 65 cents 
per bushel. 
There are no insects oi 
fungus diseases that affect this plant. 
This should make it a fairly certain 
crop. 
The only person that 
has 
grown 
any buckwheat near here, so far as I 
know, is Mr. Truss Sailers, north ct 
Warrensburg, in Johnson county. Last 
year when Blackwater 
flooded 
bil­ 
and and prevented him from planting 
i crop of corn, he decided to plant 
buckwheat. 
I quote from a recen 
him: 
‘‘We sowed about twenty acre?. Th* 
eed was Silver Hull. It came up ant. j 
grew. 
You never saw anything like] 


i. It was late iii July when we sowed ■ 
it. It was almost ripe and then came 
high water and almost covered it up. 
It fell down, of course, but had bush­ 
els of seed on it. 
I believe if it had 
matured and been saved 
it 
would 
have made I,UUU bushels of seed. 
“We turned in 125 duad of shoats. 
They soon learned to pick the seed. 
We let them run as long as we could, 
but did not eat near all of it up. We 
disked it up and sowed wheat. 
Figs 
seem to relish it and grew4.’ 
Another point about the buckwheat. 
It puts the ground in excellent me­ 
chanical condition for the successive 


crops.

fourteen planks. The first one prom ­ 
ises protection tr> American 
rights. 
If the republican party regained con­ 
trol of congress, R epresentative Jas. 
R. Mann, of Illinois, would be speak­ 
e r of the house, this being the logi­ 
cal result of his present position as 
m inority leader. .Senator Gallinger, of 
New H am pshire, logically would he 
leafier of the senate. W hen President 
W ison was engaged 
in negotiations 
to protect the rights of Americans in 
the subm arine controversy, the Gore 
and McLcmore resolutions w ere in­ 
troduced in the senate and house, re­ 
spectively. These resolutions propos­ 
ed that the rights of Americans be 
abandoned. The supporters of Prest* 
dent Wilson in both branches of con­ 
gress moved that 
these resolutions 
be tabled. Both Gallinge and Mann 
voted 
against 
tabling 
them 
and 
against President Wilson. 
Another of 
the 
fourteen planks 
pledges the “aid” of the republican 
party in “restoring order and m ain­ 
taining peace in Mexico." It does not 
say by w hat 
m eans 
this 
shall be 
dom'. “Adequate and absolute protec­ 
tion 
to 
A m ericans 
in 
Mexico” is 
promised. 
W hen P resident Wilson, 
following the raid upon Columbus, N. 
M., and the killing of a num ber of 
Am ericans, sent the A m erican troops 
into Mexico there was praise from 
nearly all the republican m em bers of 
congress, 
although 
this 
necessary 
step for the protection of American 
citizens was bitterly 
denounced by 
Republican Leader Maim. 
T here is a vague plank in the re­ 
publican platform 
for 
“a sufficient 
and effective regular arm y," and for 
"am ple reserves, already drilled and 
disciplined, 
who 
can 
be called 
at 
once to the colors when the hour of 
dang er com es." The present adm inis­ 
tration has already provided an ef­ 
fective regu lar army, and the m anner 
in which the N ational Guard, under 
th e new arm y reorganization bill, has 
been mobilized, places splendid per­ 
form ance by the side of vague prom­ 
ise.

T he 
republicans 
have 
a 
plank 
about “a navy so strong and so well 
proportioned * * * th at 
no 
enemy 
can gain command 
of 
the sea and 
effect a landing in 
force 
on either 
our eastern or w estern coasts." That 
is the kind of a navy that the present 
adm inistration is providing. 
The situation presents a choice be­ 
tween actual perform ance and m ere 
platitudinous promise. W hat the re­ 
publican platform promises the dem ­ 
ocratic

has

plished. W hat the dem ocratic party 
In its platform prom ises is what the 
republican party neglects. 
There is not a word in the republi­

Indianapolis, June 29.—A report on 
conditions in Colorado tinder prohibi­ 
tion was given by Arthur J. Finch, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
league of that state at the convention 
ot the national organization here to­ 
day. 


Prohibition had been effective, he 
said, in reducing crime and misde­ 
meanor, arrests having fallen off from 
month to month ever since the sa­ 
loons went out of existence. 
In the 
city of Denver alone during January, 
February, March and April 
of 
this 
year there had been 973 fewer arrests 
than during the same 
months 
last 
year, when the saloons were operat­ 
ing. 
“The Denver county court officials,” 
he said, “recently made a statement 
that the divorces have dropped 35 per 
<ent since the saloons went out of 
business.” 
Mr. Finch declared that what was 
true of Denver was true also of other 
cities in Colorado. 
He said that the 
population 
of 
the 
penitentiary had 
been steadily decreasing under prohi­ 
bition so that there are not enough 
convicts to do the road building and 
it is necessary to make that improve­ 
ment by using paid labor. 
Closing up saloons, 
he 
said, 
had 
greatly reduced the number of appli­ 
cations for charity relief and that all 
kinds of legitimate business had been 
benefited bv prohibition.

Missouri is a state of home owners. 
She has fewer rented farms than illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas or Ok la­ 
mina. 
In number of hogs Missouri, with 
4,505,000 head, ranks 
second 
among 
all the states. 
The Missouri hog is 
not a “hazle splitter,” but an ‘‘insti­ 
tution,” with hams and history. 
During the last census decade the 
value of Missouri lands doubled, and 
correspondingly increased more than 
those of any state to her west or any 
state bordering her on the north or 
south. 
Missouri is a great corn state. 
Ac­ 
cording to the last census, the leading 
states in the production of corn were 
illinois, Iowa, Indiana and Missouri. 
These four states 
together 
reported 
more than two-fifths of the total pro­ 
duction of the United States. 
Missouri is truly a 
center 
state.

Ten tank cars, filled with crude oil,

eft Sedalia at 5 o'clock Sunday after­ 
noon, were derailed and thrown into a 
ditch half an hour later at a crossing 
two miles north of Beaman, a station 
six miles northeast of Sedalia. 
Immediately after the accident the 
wreckage caught fire, causing two of 
the tanks to explode, which sent a 
column of flames and 
smoke 
four 
hundred feet into the air and covered 
an area of one hundred yards. 
Two 
more of the tanks thrown into the 
ditch were torn open, causing the oil 
to become ignited and lending fuel to 
the flames. 
The engine and one oil car, which 
did not leave the track, disconnected 
from Hie wreckage and 
pulled 
into 
Clifton City, where 
they 
gave 
the 
alarm. Three cars which were thrown 
into the ditch did 
not 
ignite. 
The 
track was torn up for a distance of 
five hundred feet. 
The wrecking crew left Sedalia about 
7 o’clock, but work of clearing the 
track was impeded because of the fear 
that the other tanks of oil would ex­ 
plode. 
The flames from the 
burning 
oil 
could plainly be seen in Sedalia, and 
one hundred persons, in automobiles 
and other vehicles, visited the scene 
during the early part of the night. 
Many also visited 
the 
conflagration 
from Smithton and Clifton City. 
Residents of the northwestern part 
of the county stated that the smoke 
from the fire was so bad ten miles 
away 
that 
they were compelled to 
close their windows and doors. 
The amount of oil carried by the 
train totaled 100,000 
gallons, 
40,000 
gallons of which were destroyed, with 
a value loss of more than $10,000. 
The train was in charge^ of Conduc­ 
tor G. W. Bradfield, with Engineer C. 
T. Gorrell in the cab. 
The cause of 
the accident is unknown, but was pre­ 
sumably from a spreading track. 
The fire burned during the entire 
night, and was slowly

One of the most common causes of 
dissatisfaction on the part of the man 
who sells cream on the butterfat basis, 
rises from variations in the test. This 
is especially true if each can is tested 
separately and the best way for the 
seller to convince himself that the 
tester is neither careless nor dishon­ 
est is to secure a little outfit for him­ 
self. A well-made, accurate and satis­ 
factory tester can now be bought for 
five dollars and its use will not only 
satisfy the seller that he is getting 
honest treatment but will enable him 
to detect the boarders in his herd* 
The general interest in this subject is 
compelling the Missouri agricultural 
experiment station to reprint a cir- \ 
cular for general distribution, but a ' 
little discussion of the principal causes 
of variation in -this briefer form may 
avoid the necessity for so wide a dis­ 
tribution of that circular. 
Speed of Separator.—A change in 
the speed of the separator immediate­ 
ly causes a change in the tests of the 
cream, the higher the speed the great­ 
er the amount of skim milk thrown 
out and so the higher the test ot the 
cream secured. Putting it in another 
way, a low speed results in a larger 
quantity of thinner cream. 
Rate of Inflow—The use of the float 
does not always insure a uniform flow 
of milk into the separator, because 
the faucet may not always be opened 
j equally wide and the flow will be moi e 
! rapid when the tank is full than when 
it is nearly empty. 
Anything which 
makes the inflow more rapid will in­ 
crease the proportion of skim milk 
which goes through, and lower the 
test of the cream secured. 
Flushing the Bowl.—The amount of 
water used in flushing may easily be 
varied a pint or more and this with­ 
out any other cause or variation may 
change the test by two, three, or even 
four or five per cent. 
Variations in the Milk Itself. The 
milk of an entire herd may rise or fall 
in Its test from day to day because of 
excitement or change in the weather. 
If the milk of a herd, whose average 
test is four per cent, is ordinarily so 
separated that the cream tests 40 
per cent fat, the test will suddenly 
rise to 42.5 per cent if the milk of the 
herd is suddenly raised to 4.25 per 
cent without any change in method of 
separating.
